MILITARY CENSORSHIP: 

Certain rules for the proper regulation of 
newspaper activity in connection with the 
military movements in Mexico have been 
promulgated by the war department. They 
are indomed by every self-respecting news- 
paper. 

The Spanish-American war revealed a 
lamentable if not scandalous lack of con- 
gideration for national purposes in many 
newspaper offices. It was a strange but ex- 
plainable fact that work inimica) to the suc- 
cess of American movements and to the 
safety of American troope was done en- 
thusiastically but unthinkingly by men of 
good ideals and ordinarily high regard for 
community service. 

This was strange as a fact, but explain- 


newspaper men who handled the news of 
that war had been through no preparatory 
experience. They had been trained to ob- 
tain news important to the community wel- 


ij fare by overcoming the suppressive efforts 
, acs officials in city, state, and mational 


service. 
They had been opposed to the secretive- 
| ness and lying of men in public life who had 


‘| everything to gain by suppression of facts 


and everything to lose in publicity. They 
expected to meet evasiveness and falsehood. 
When they were opposed by the military 
necessity of suppression of information they 
instinctively sought to evade it. The fact 
that the act was a species of treason in 
effect, although not in purpose, was lost | 
sight of. 

The efforts to get news out of Tampa re- 
garding the departure of troops for Cuba | 
were as ingenious as they were astonishing. | 
Messages of innocent appearance contained | 
ciphers understood in the offices. An order 
to the business office of one newspaper for | 
a certain nomber of papers of a certain date | 
indicated the number of troops sailing and 
the date of the departure.

The. Montessori system develops, stimu- 
lates, and trains the sensory apparatus and 
ténds to inhibit the motor.

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COUNT OKUMA SEES 
GRAVE PROBLEMS. 


Foremost Statesman of Japan Is 
Called from Retirement at Age 
of 76 to Remold the Fortunes 
of the Island Empire. 


The MMH Times 


LONDON, May 2-—<At a serious crisis in 
the fortunes of his country the veteran Jap- 
anese statesman Count Gkuma has emerged 
from his retirement end has sucodeded in 
forming a ministry. | 

Count Okuma is 76, and is therefore about 
the age at which Mr. Gladstone became 
prime minister for the third time. 

In a speech in the house of representatives 
in 1897 the count described himscif as “a 
representative of the Meiji era,” and doubt- 
less it ia because he is one of the few remain- 
ing repositories of the older wisdom of Japan 
that the emperor and the nation alike have 
turned to him at ® moment of deadlock. 

Yet Count Okuma does not quite stand for 
the Meiji era as Okubo and Ito did. He has 
ae been a little in advance of his time, 

has long reveled in opposition, and has pre- 
served 32n his- the .vigarous 
questioning 


instincts of his youth. 


Japan’s Most Experienced Staterman. 


One can well undermand why the Japanese 
nation rejoices at his acceptance of office, 
and why such elder statesmen as remain 
were not very eager to see him in power. 
Count Okuma is himself more nearly an 
elder statesman than the present holders 
of that designation. He might have joined 
the trusted band of the Genre many years 
ago, but preferred to remain in @ position 
of critical independence. 

Today he is the most experienced states- 
man Japan possesses. He was in charge of 
the finances of the empire for eleven years 
from 1860 onward. He was foreign minis- 
ter in 1880, when his leg was shattered by 
a dynamite bomb flung by a misguided pa- 
tricot during the excitement about treaty 
revision. 

He was the inaugurator of party govern- 
ment in Japan, and it was as leader of the 

Progressive party that he again joined the 
ministry in 1806, and.was prime minister for 

a few months ip 1896. _ 


Mordant and Incisive- Commentator. 
For the last sixteen years he has not held 
office, though he continued to lead the Pro- 
gressives until 1007. To the newer genera- 
tion he is best known as a mordant and in- 
cisive commentator upon public policy. 

His return to power probably is welcomed 
because, among other things, he does not 
belong to either of the rival clans of Sat- 
sume and Choshiu, and hes resolutely op- 
posed the undue exercise of clan influence. 
He comes from the Hizen cian, which played 
an important part in tife revolution, but has 

long ceased to be a factor in politics. 

‘Bis is further welcomed be- 
cause he has persistently advocated re- 
trenchment and economy in the national ex- 
| penditure, and Japan badiy needs thrifty 
budgets. Count Okuma has sometimes been 
dubbed a Chauvinist, but though no man 
has been more insistent in asserting the

DUKE OF ARGYLL IS DEAD. 


Former Governor of Canada 
Passes Away at Cowes, 
Isle of Wight. 


COWES, Isle of. Wight, May 2-—The Duke 
of Argyll. son-in-law of the late Queen Vic- 
‘toria' and former governor generel of Can- 
ada, died tonight at East Cowes, aged 68. 

John Dougias Southerland Campbell, ninth 
Duke of Argyll, had been suffering from

Lerne, he married Princess Louise, fourth 
daughter of Queen Victoria. 
Sat in House of Commons. 

For a considerable time the Marquis of 
Lorne was a member of the house of com- 
mona, and even after he had held the post of 
governor general of Canada, from 1878 to 
1888, he sat in the house of commons. 

The duke occupied a curious position 
among the wearers of the strawberry leaves. 


} Till comparatively lately he was the only 


British noble directly connected with the

Man of Wide Culture.

FLOG GERMAN |AN BLACK SOLDIERS. 


Corporal Punishment for Mative 
Troops of the Colonies Given 
Official Sanction 


BERLIN, May 2, comment from 
the Liberal preas has, the official 
publication of a new, order of the imperial 
chancellor establishing * corporal punish- 
ments for the native troops of the colonies. 

The new regulations provide that offenders 
sentenced to imprisonment for more than 
six weeks shall be fettered and that corporal 
punishment up to twice twenty-five lashes 
may be inflicted. 

Any commissioned officer is empowered to 
order the fifty lashes, and the highest non- 
commissioned officers may order twenty-five 
lashes. Flogging is also permitted in addi- 
tion to arrest. 

In cases of “ close arrest " the prisoner is 
to be bound for two hours a day with his 
back against a wall or tree, ‘‘ in such manner 
that he can neither sit nor lie.”’ At the same 
time, this punishment fs not to include meas- 
ures “ which could make the punishment ap- 
pear cruel.” 

The native soldier has no appeal from a 
sentence to be lashed. The regulations are 
introduced with the statement that the pun- 
ishments provided are necessary in view of 
the fact that the black soldiers do not possess 
“a developed goldiery honor and jey in 
obedience.’

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| RULE BY CABINET IS} 


DECRIED BY LABOR. 


English Workingmen Denounce 
Their Parliamentary Leader 
for Subservience to System 
That Checks Freedom of Action

LONDON, April 22.—Spring winds of dis- 
content have stirred the deep places of the 
labor world and a wave of revolt threatens 
to break against the house by the river at 
Westminster—a revolt against pariiamen- 
tary government in general and ineffective 
labor representation in particular. 

Readers of Tum TRIBUNE may remember 
that,.on more than one occasion during the 
last six months I have predicted this revolt; 
it is only one of many manifestations of a 
general reaction of public opinion against 
the abuses of party government and the 
tyranny of the caucus. 

The Glasgow conference of the Independ- 
ent Labor party reflected the angry impa- 
tience of the rank and file, and their dissatis- 
faction with Ramsay Macdonald and his 
political methods. The subsequent statutory 
ballots of trade unionists on the subject of 
representation in parliament and the po- 
litical fund levies revealed depths of dis- 
content which must have surprised the 
Labor M. P.’s and walking delegates: 


Vote Censure of Labor Leaders. 

Now tke Bradford conference has con- 
cluded its proceedings by the adoption by 
acclamation of a resolution which amounts 
to a vote of censure on the Labor party's 
leaders at Westminster and a condemnation 
of the cabinet system of government. 

It was bound to come. The present hu- 
miliating position of the Labor party in polli- 
tics affords an extremely valuable object ies- 
son as to the causes which chiefly determine 
the evolution of the new democracy in Great 
Britain and the obstacles which block its 
progress. 

It emphasizes the advantages enjoyed by 
capital and educated intelligence under the 
party system against the blind force of the 
working class votes cast into the jaws ote 
* machine.”’ It shows the enthusiastic so- 
cial reformer, the Fabian and the collectiv- 
ist, that In a modern state organized for law- 
yers by lawyers, labor must be organized tar 
more intelligently and independently than 
it has been before it can hope to fight its way 
through the jungle of vested interests and 
complex social relationships which have 
hitherto thwarted its legitimate aspirations, 


Declaration of Independence. 

The resolution adopted by the Bradford 
conference as the result of a powerful speech 
by Mr. Jowett embodies the trade unions’ 
collective recognition of the futility of pur- 
suing any further a policy which for the 
last two years has made the Labor vote a 
docile and subservient instrument in the 
hands of the Liberal party. The text of this 
resolution, which is virtually a declaration of 
independence, is worth quoting in full, be- 
cause it marks an important turning point 
in the history of the labor movement and 
foreshadows great changes in the balance of 
parties in the house of commons. 

Te resolution declares that ‘“‘ Cabinet rule 

-'? “% which implies the resignation of 
the ministry and the dissolution of pariia- 
ment when proposals of the cabinet were neg- 
atived, besides making almost impossible the 
free consideration of proposals which have 
not received the cabinet hallmark, is inimical 
to the good government of the country; and 
that, with a view to the ultimate breakup of 
this system, the parliamentary Labor party 
be asked to take no account of any such con- 
siderations and to vote on all issues only in 
accordance with the principles for which the 
party stands.” 

That such a resolution should be deliberate- 
ly formulated by the representatives of labor, 
and carried against the opposition of Ramsay 

Macdonald and his colleagues, is proof con- 
clusive that the parliamentary leaders of the 
Labor party have forfeited the confidence of 
their followers. 


Question for Macdonald. 
It remains now for Mr. Macdonald to de 
cide whether he, too, will declare his inde- 
pendence and “ vote on all issues only in 


—_—_———— 


Mr. Macdonald, defending himself at Brad- 
ford against these charges, assured his 
critics that he had never dreamed of any- 
thing in the nature of an alliance with the 
Liberal party; but bis audience remained 
coldly skeptical, declining to be cajoled by 
political subtleties. 

Might Have Balance of Power. 

Alliance or no alliance, the record of his 
leadership is there—the principles and proj- 
ects of labor have been persistently sacri- 
ficed to the business of ‘‘ keeping in.’’ His 
forty votes, under bold generaiship, might 
have held the balance of power between the 
two great parties and become a dominant 
force like the Irish vote. 

But Mr. ‘Macdonald's battles for the cause 
of labor have obviously been sham fights, 
and the trade union's refusal to subscribe 
further funds for political purposes meang 
that the working classes do not consider his 
game worth playing any longer. 

*“ Even the appearance of failure to be in- 
dependent,’ said a delegate at Bradford, “ is 
damaging to our cause and must in the long 
run be fatal.” 

To appreciate the causes of these discon- 
tents it is necessary to know something of 
the forces which first brought the parlie- 
mentary labor member into existence and 
the purposes for which they were organized. 


When the Independent Labor party wea! 


born twnty-one years ago it represented 
the hopes, ideals, and burning enthusiasms 
of a little group of radical Socialiste—mili- 
tants all, devoted to social reform and the 
bettering of the condition of the working 
classes. 

Direct Representation in Parliament. 

It was the energetic press and platform 
work of these militants of the I. L. P. which 
converted the trades unions to support with 
their money and votes the direct representa- 
tion of working men in the house of com- 
mons. 

The Labor party was definitely organized 
in 1900 as an offensive and defensive alliance 
of trade unionists and Socialists, opposed 
in their interests and their principles to Lib- 
erals and Conservatives alike. Six years 
later a general election returned twenty- 
nine Labor members to the house of com- 
mons—a notable harvest, considering the 
atate of the soil. 

In those days hopes ran high: surely the 
path toward a well ordéred democracy lay 
open to the workers. Yet today, at its com- 
ing ef age, the I. L. P. faces a general eleo- 
tion with an empty war chest, divided coun- 
sels, and a discredited leader. Is it any 
wonder that there is bitterness against the 
machine, against cabinet rule, against things 
in general, in the ranks of the disillusioned, 
and that they turn again to the watchwords 
of twenty years ago. 

Has Sympathy of the Press. 

A significant feature of the situation, which 
serves to remind us that political discontent 
is by no means confined to the working 


classes, lies in the fact that the Bredford 


conference resolution meets with general 
sympathy in the Liberal as well as in the 
Unionist press. 

*“ We have great sympathy with their crfti- 
cism of the working of the cabinet system,” 
says the Radical Nation. “ No one can sy 
that it makes for honesty or for efficiency. 

: A party like the I. L. P. must either 
assert ite title to free partMamentary speech 
and voting or perish.’ Which, when you 
come to think of ft, is a noteworthy edmis- 
sion. 

As matters stand, the Labor party faces the 
approaching general election with a frankly 
adventurous poMcy of independence and an 
empty purse. It is a combination which, 
naturally, evokes much sympathy, although, 
as the New Statesman observes, “it is not 
one which will commend itself to the cautious 
Socialists at the head of the Labor party 
or to the half hearted Liberals who compose 


its tail.’

IN NEW ARRAY. 


Remarkable British Collection of 
Victoria and Albert Museum 
Reopened to the London Public 
in an Attractive Setting.

N, April 22—After having been 


and remarkable collection of British water 
color drawings at the Victoria and Albert 
museum is once more thrown open te the 
public. 

The system of lighting has been completely 
transformed, so that whereas in former 
times the sunlight was a perpetual danger 
te the drawings, it now falls directly on 
none. 

The walls have been covered with un- 
bleached canvas instead of the heavy paint 
which was formerly there. 

The process of reframing the drawings has 
been begun, ahd we can see from what has 
been done already how much more charming 
ia the effect of the drawings in light frames 
and white or tinted mounts than in the heavy 
gilt frames which was the fashion in former 
timea. 


Arrangemest Now Chronological. 
The arrangement is now chronological— 


‘who wish to get a reasonably histo view 
of the development of our water r art 
and of the periods into which it naturally di- 
vides itself. The result of all these changes 
is that now for the first time we can realize 
the wealth of interest possessed by this 
large and fine collection. 

The first room, No. 82, contains the work 
done before the year 1800; most of it, in- 


all the well known names—the two Cozens, 
father and son, Dayes and Paul Sandby. 
Malton, and Hearne—and we have also, what 
is quite as interesting, genuine examples of 
the art of several men who deserve to be 
equally celebrated, but whose names have 
become sunk in oblivion.

Nearly all theese artists, like Sandby and 
Nke Girtinand Turner, were admirable archi- 
tectural draftsmen, and the abundance of 
their studies of towns, houses, and churches 
seems to show that the public of that time 
liked these town views almost more than 
pure landscape. Malton, for his numerou 
engraved drawings of Engtish towns, and 
Paul Sandby, for his viewsa of Windsor, are 
already well known; but the collection shows 
that there were many men who were almost 
their equals. 

Again, we owea debt to the forgotten J. A. 


tinctly shows the stages through which an 
artist of that date proceeded. First, a rough 
sketch in pencil; then the outlines drawn 
with pen and India ink; then a light paint- 
ing with India ink; finally, water color 
washes for the various local tints.

Review of Week’s Market. 

The hepes of a settlement of Lhe Mexican problem 
held eut by the good offices tendered by the three 
South American republics, causeé. a complete re- 
versal of the form of speculation in stocks. This 
was supplemented in the course of the week by the 
growing ease of money, the excellent promise for 
the country's crops, and increasing confidence that 
the interstate commerce commission would sanc- 
tien an advance in freight rates. 

The improvement in London, owing to the likeli- 
hood of am agreement on the home rule question, 
also benefited this market.

In a« large house in Somerset where a | 
man died of cancer many years ago his wife, 
his wife's second husband, a member of 
his family by his first wife, and a house 
keeper have since fallen victims. 

In anéther house in Scotland the cancer 
history extends back three generations. An 
experiment was made there by confining 
mice in a trap. Seevral of them contracted 

’ the disease. 

Sir Thomas Oliver, the distinguished phy- 
sician and writer on medical subjects, de- 
clares that the germ theory of cancer. is 
only doubtfully accepted, still it is Rnown 
that cancer can be conveyed from man to 
lower animals.

EORGH PIERCB, one of the few 
left handed pitchers in the country 
who can throw a spitball with any 
degree of control, is a professional 
baseball player because he an- 
swered “a “ want ad.” Of course the mere 
fact that Pierce answered a “ want ad” 
did not make him a great pitcher without 
ability behind his ambition. Nor did he 
get the job for which he firat appiied, but 
that application brought a recommenda- 
tion to another club and launched him on 
the career which carried him to a position 
at the head of the Chicago Cubs’ staff for 
the season of 1913, as averages are now 

figured, on the basis of effectiveness, 

This incident took place back in 1907, 
when Pierce was a resident of Shabbona, 
Ill, a city of less than 1,000 popula- 
tion, located about seventy miles west 
of Chicago. Pierce had played Saturday 
and Sunday games with sémipro teams of 
Shabbona and neighboring towns, and 
liked the excitement better than working 
on his grandfather's farm. So when he 
read an advertisement in a sporting journal! 
that baseball players were wanted by the 
Fond du Lac team, he wrote at once to 
Manager Chariey Fox.

By the time Pierce's letter arrived fn 
Fond du Lac Fox had been flooded with 
communications from aspiring diamond 
heroes and had filled up-~his club, but he 
referred the young left hander to Manager 
John Morrisey of the Lansing team of the 
Southern Michigan league, with which 
Pierce accepted a position at $75 a month. 
It took Pierce two seasons there to attract 
the attention of the majors, and it really 
was not until last year that George really 
“ arrived.” 

While no fan would claim that Pierce 
was of more value to the Cubs lest season 
than Larry Cheney, the reliable rescuer, 
the southpaw led the Cub hurlers tn ef- 
fectiveness against the enemy with ap

George Thomas Pierce was born on Jan. 
10, 1883, at Aurora, LIL., of English parent- 
age. When he was 6 years oid his family 
moved to a farm near Shabbona. When he 
was old enough to go to school George 
went to live with his grandfather on a 
farm just outside the town Iiimita, to be 
nearer the littie red schoolhouse. He at- 
tended the grade schools and absorbed 
three years of the high school curriculum 
while helping his grandfather on the farm 


in summer, On the high school nine he 
was a pitcher and frst baseman. 

During the summers of 1905 and 1906 
Pierce played sem!pro ball with the town 
teams of Shabbona, Hinkicey, and Pawpaw, 
receiving $5 a game for his services. His 
employers also furnished a man to take his 
place on his grandfather's farm while 
George was absent, for grandfather re- 
garded agriculture as far more important 
than the national pastime.

In 1907 Pierce saw the advertisement 
which made baseball his profession. With 
Lansing Pierce won twelve and lost twenty 
games, his percentage being less than that 
of the club in the league race. He remained 
with Lansing in 1908 at a salary of $90 per 
month, and won nineteen and lost twenty 
games on a second division club. He was 
Grafted that fall by the Boston Nationals, 
but hurt his arm end was farmed to the 
Augusta club of the South Atlantic league, 
where in 1909 he won seventeen and lost 
fourteen games.

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Thirty-two trotters have been named in the 
$10,000 purse for 2:11 horses, which will be 
one of the features of the Kalamasoo grand 
circuit meeting, and as showing the healthy 
condition of the harness horse sport it may 
be mentioned that an entrance fee of $100 
for each nag is payable when the entries 
Close, another of like amount on May 6, and 
a third on July 4 t 

The race is under the old and sensible 
“three in five” rule, and it is further pro- 
vided that a horse must win three heats in 
order to end the contest, dead heats not 
counting in that respect. 

An additional fee of T per cent on the entire 
purse will be exacted from money winners, 
and as the division is 50 per cent to the first 
horse, 25 to the second, 15 to the third, and 
10 to the fourth, it is apparent that much 
confidence and currency are vital essentials 
o the maintenance of a stable of trotters.

In the Kalamazoo race, and others of like 
character, the horse owners carry the load all 
the time.

Now Sullivan knew Corbett’s superstition 
about not wanting to go into the ring first 
and they put up a job on him. Remember 
that most pugilists are superstitious and in 
their extremely nervous and sensitive condi- 
tion just before a match are apt to give undue 
weight to the merest trifie that might augur 
against them. I could tell many stories of 
men being unnerved in this way and losing 
fights, but all this is involved in what might 
be called “’ ring psychology " or “ ring fear.” 
“They brought’ wore to us that Sullivan was 
in the’ ring, so we started to walk downstairs. 
To get to the shed we had to pdss through a 
lane of people. When we had got where I 
could see the ring I sald: “ They've lied to 
us—Sullivan’s fooling us!" then I grabbed 
Corbett and forced him back into the mob, 
and, turning to Sullivan, who was following 
close on our heels, cried: ‘“‘ You're the cham- 
pion! It’s your place to enter the ring first!’’ 
~—and we made the big fellow do it. 
Everybody expected to see Corbett trem- 
bling in his corner, for Sullivan was trying 
his glower trick again. But instead of seeing 
a man already half licked with fright by his 
hypnotic scowl he saw ,one.as cheery-and 
bright as a en in an August wheat 
field. 


In preparation for this fight I had availed 
of every device of ring generalship. - But I 
went fhe old timers. one better. I worked 
the psychological end-of it in a way and toan 
extent. ei atid d never éreamed of. I knew that 


Sullivan's most vulnerable point was the 
psychological—the surgerstitious side of him. 
In a play called ‘“‘ Honest Hearts and Willing 
Hands,” by Duncan B. Harrison, Sullivan 
had shown that a pugilist could make money 
by acting as well as by fighting. 

Now, long before the present fight was ar- 
ranged for, I had discovered that Corbett 
was not only a first ciass pugilist but a fairly 
good actor. So I had Charlies T. Vincent 
write a play for him and we called it “ Gen- 
tleman Jack.’’ During our tour in the sum- 
mer with “ After Dark,” and even when he 
had reached his training quarters, Corbett 
devoted his spare moments to rehearsing 
this play. We had it all ready to clap on the 
boards the minute the gong sounded in New 
Orleans in favor of th> Californian. 


ring, held up his hands to that enormous 
audience and said almost patronizingly: 
“Wait «€ minute—wait a minute!” 

Sullivan looked at him, paralyzed at the 
effrontery of the act. And then with a non- 
chalance that was nothing sort of pure im- 
pudence, Corbett repeated: “ Wait a minute 
—it will be all right!"’ 

Corbett then began to dance around the 
ring, using tactics the crowd never had seen 
before. At the end of the second round Cor- 


_ bett came to his corner and said to Delaney: 


_. “There's no use staying away from this 
fellow. I can finish him in another round!” 


So far, so good. And now here is where the 
psychological part of i comes in: Three 
days before the fight was to take place I billed 
Corbett all over New York City as.“ the 
champion of the worild!"’ I even booked him 
and billed him in flaring lithographs at Birm- 
ingham ‘and Atlanta, “ Jamés J. Corbett, 
Champlon of the World, t6 Appear if ‘ Gen- 
tleman Jack!’ This was extremely nervy, 
but:I did it for the effect I knew it would have 
on Sullivan when he saw these posters. 

To return to the match. Sullivan started 
in with ea right hand punch and Corbett 
ducked and sidestepped. Then the crowd be- 
gan to yell at the Californian: “ Don't run 
away! Stand up and fight!” And Corbett 
did the coolest thing I have evér*sdeti dowe 
anywhere. He paused in the center of the

Corbett became a popular idol at once. He 
was Irish and a Oatholic, and  Irish- 
Americans followed pugilism more closely at 
that time than any other race in the United 
States. Most of the fighters came from 
lreland or England, and the better class of 
Irish people who had been shocked by many 
ef the escapades of John L. welcomed the 
coming of a good looking young type of Irish- 
man. These people hoped that for the sake 
of the Green Isle, now that he had won the 
championship from Sullivan, Corbett would 
act decent!y and be a gentleman so far az it 
was possible for a pugilist to be. 


_— 

Corbett had been known to Californians as 
“Gentleman Jim,”” a nickname which now 
spread all over the country. He also was 
ealled “‘Pompadour Jim” because he wore 
hie hair brushed back like an Indian. 

Even before the match he had been popular 
with decent people. He wasclean, good look- 
ing. bright. he did not drink or smoke much, 
was fairly well educated, and could hold his 
own ih conversation on any ordinary topic. 

As we traveled, thousands of people used 
to meet Corbett wherever we went. They 


eurrounded the hotels at which he stopped. 
Business in any public house that enter- 
tained him would jump from 300 to 1,000 per 
cent. If we happened to lie over at a rail- 
road junction for an hour or so in order to 
make connections, the news would spread 
like the wind, and the first thing you knew 
there would be 1.000 people standing around, 
dead still, looking at the champion. 
Politicians always were eager to meet Cor- 
bett. Once when William McKinley was 
governor of Ohio he and Corbett had a long 
chat in a parior of the principal hotel in 
Columbus. As they walked down the steps 
into the office a drummer standing near said:

Shortly after the fight we happened to be 
tm Toledo and one of the leading giass fac- 
tories there figured out that it would be a 
great scheme to have a paper weight made of 
Corbett's right hand and advertise it as the 
“hand that knocked Sullivan out.’’ One of 
the concern’s drummers met Corbett and 
swelled him up a bit with hot air and he 
agreed to let them make the plaster cast of 
his hand-for nothing. But I came inte the 
room, found the plaster on his arm, asked 
him what he was doing, and when he told 
me I broke the thing off. Then we renewed 
negotiations and the glass people paid $1,00U | 
for the privilege. 

Clothes, cigars, and other articles were 
named after him. He would umpire a base- 
ball game and get $1,000. Later he made 
a tour of the country, playing first base with 
professional teams in regular minor league 
championship games and got from $500 te 
$1,000 for each appearance. And it is a 
certain fact that throughout his entire tou 
as first baseman with different teams Cor 
bett did not make more than three errors.

means of entertainment for distinguished guests.

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or even death, to expend a_ great 

amount of time, labor, and ingenuity 

in order to acquire dishonestly an ar 
ticle that probably will prove absolutely 
worthless to the thief would seem to be the 
height of absurdity. 

When in addition one learns that the ob- 
ject stolen is worth a fortune to the owner 
but in all probability will be of no more value 
to the thief than the Rock of Gibraltar, 
Mount McKinley, or the bromidic white ele- 
phant, and still the thief is not inspired by 
malice, the absurdity seems increased. 

But the theft of famous paintings goes 
merrily on. 

This branch of the gentle art of thievery 
is not new. The enterprising individual who 
stole the Mona Lisa was no pioneer. Men 
have stolen masterpieces in the years gone 
by, have had a canvas worth a fortune in 
their hands, have tried in vain to dispose 
of it profitably, and in the end have chucked 
it- into the alley. The acts in this type 
of drama follow the same sequence. 

‘Men have risked prison, rough treatment 
at the hands of an irate mohb—the Duropeaus 
love their famous paintings—they have 
risked a fatal shot by the guardians of the 
picture, and have “gotten away with it.” 

But like the Republican who gets the 
nomination for a politica) office in Georgia, 
once they had it what the dickens were they 
going to do with it? Yet the thefts con-

Napoleon a Pioneer and Wholesaler. 

Napoleon may be said to have inaugurated 
the modern era of masterpiece stealing. He 
believed that to the victor belonged the oils, 
water coloys, and statues. He wasn’t con- 
tent to keep hig right hand in ignorance of 
what ‘his left hand was doing, but seized 
works of art with both hands. 

Perhaps as a wholesale art thief he may 
be ranked among the leaders. He had illus- 
trious predecessors, however. The Romans 
were not backward when it came to carting 
off a few tongs of the master works of art 
of a conguered country. And Napoleon 
has had noted followers. His marshals fol- 
lowed him out of Spain, having gathered un- 
dying fame and &@ll the paintings in sigut. 
Even in our own day the armies of the allies 
in the Boxer uprising marched to the relief 
of the Chinese and proceeded to relieve them 
of their works of art. 

But an exeuse may be found—by the thief 
at least—for theft in war time. Napoleon, 
a true patriot, wanted to increase the glory 
of his capital. Hig marshals wished to in- 
crease the size of theirs. The heathen Chi- 
ner, of course, would not take the same 
gesthetic pleasure in a Ming vase that the 
Bowery boy of the more civilized American 
troops would, And these thefts were not 
absurd, for the leoters had a chance to dis- 
pose of their loot—that dear old melodra-

In the years gone by ‘aes was some 
chance of the art thieves making a little 
money by the exercise of their profession. 
News was not so widely or so quickly spread. 
The skill of the newspaper engraver was 
not so great. A cut of the horses of St. 
Mark’s appearing in the Five Forks Weekly 
Blade ,was likely to bear a decided resem- 
blance to Goldsmith Maid ar Nancy Hanks. 

In 1860 the Uffizi gallery in Italy was 
robbed of pictures valued at $200,000. in 
1832 thieves carried off a valuable Flemish 
painting from the house of the Marquess 
of Londormderry, but were kind enough to 
leave in its place a picture that was char- 
acterized as “a complete daub.” 

A famous picture by Parideg Rerdone was 
carried off from a gallery in Vienna mauy 
years ago. A large reward with the usu 
proviso, “‘no questions asked,” was offered. 
It was well fer the criminals that they were 
not too closely crosequestioned, for a picture 
was delivered that fitted exactly into the 


‘edges of the mutilated canvas, the reward 


was paid, and the owner was delighted to 
find a few days later than he had paid for 
a mere copy of the original. 

In October, 1904, a thief walked into the 
National Portrait gallery in London in day- 
light and walked out with a famous minia- 
ture.<« An attendant heard a slight scratching 
gound, but that was the last heard of the 
thief. The miniature is still missing. Famous 
paintings have been stolen, and although 
known by art lovers the world over, never 
have been seen. Probably the thief never was 
able to sell them, but what became of them is 
a mystery.

The free lunch of 
Paris is much more aristocratic than its hum- 
ble American relative and concerns itself with 
such things as ices, fruits, and champagne. 

The fashionable modistes of Paria are thea 
ones who are most concerned about the Freach 
free lunches, though they do not call them 
that. No one will take the blame for haying 
originated the free lunch system, but all are 
following it and adding to it, and wishing 
that it had never come into fashion. 

The free lunch among the modistes starte| 
three years ago. it started at a spring exhi- 
bition of models. Until that time the gowns at 
the famous dressmaking establishments were 
exhibited on beautiful mannequins. The wom- 
en of Paris and the visitars to the city who 
had the privilege dropped in during the after- 
noon, looked over the gowns and then left. 
Their stay lasted only a few moments. 

The longer the women stayed at the exhibi- 
tions of lovely gowns the more the dressmakers 
were pleased, for, of course, the visitors saw 
more gowns and were more liable to make 
large purchases. Then the idea of the free 
junch occurred to one bright mind. “ Why 
not give the women a bite to eat, as at a re- 
ception, then they will not hurry away.” 8a 


women did stay longer. Other dressmaking 
establishments served tea. The free lunch had 
started. 

It three years the humble cup of tea and 
wafer has grown. The free lunch of today con- 
sists of a complete buffet meal. At the recent 
spring exhibitions champagne and several 
kinds of sweet wines, teas, ices, sandwiches, 
bonbons, aud fruits were served. Some estab- 
lishments have added salads aud fancy liquors. 
Of course, there is no charge for the refresh- 
ments. 

In Paris, too, there are hundreds of women 
well enough known to gain entry to the most 
exclusive displays who have nothing to do, a» 
place to spend their afternoons... The quea- 
tion of where they shall go for the afternoon 
is being solved by the free lunch. They de- 
scend in drovea upon the poor dressmaking 
establishment, partake of the choice refresh- 
ments, and, instead of leaving, sit around a 
while, look at the mannequins with a bored 
air, buy nothing, and in the course of an hour 
take some more refreshments. Some remata 
long enough for three servings, and rare 
dishes, choice wines and banbons proye costly 
when served several times to the same guests. 
The managers and owners can do nothing, for 
they de not want to offend their patrons nor 
do they want to appear cheap. So they con- 
tinue to serve their free lunches, even adding 
to the dainties in ordef to keep up with their 
rivals. And none of them even dares predict 
what the ann of the fr¢e lunch will be.

Many of the stolen works of art turn up 
sooner or later and often in queer places. A 
picture by Rubens, stolen from the English 
college at Rheims many years ago, was dis 
covered hidden in an old house being torn 
down. <A reward of $2,500 was offered for 
the return of three pictures stolen from the 
Dresden museum in 1788. A few days later 
two of the pictures were found in the streets 
of the city and the other later was discev- 
ered in ua hayloft. A Raphael on its way 


“from the Dusseldorf gallery to Munich turned © 


up missing, but was found rolled up and hid- 
den in the wainscoting of a country house ‘» 
Rhenish Prussia. Recently a “ Madonna and 
Child,” valued at $50,000, was stolen from 
an Italian church and was pecovered im the 
check room of a London’ railroad statien. 
The picture bad been cut from its frame aud 
replaced by a clever copy. 
priest of the church, an Italian marquesa, a 
sculptor, and the artist who made the copy 
were arrested. In 1854 a number of paint- 
ings, one of which was worth $20,000, were 
stolen from the mausion of the Earl of Suf- 
folk in England. Some time later they were 
found under the arches of Blackfriars bridge 
in London. Many of the stolen materpieces 
have turned up at sales and have been rec- 
ognized in time to save the money of an ia- 
nocent purchaser.

The Famous Gainsborough Theft. 

With the exception of the Mona Lisa the 
most famous theft of a picture was that of 
the portrait of the Duchess of Devonshire 
by Gainsborough, painted in 1783. This 
painting, now in .the Morgan collection, 
brought a price of $315 at its first sale. In 
1841 it sold at a nominal! figure and wae re- 
sold at a small profit, but in 1876, when sold 
at auction in London, it brought a record 
price of over $50,600. . 

The price paid for the picture caused the 
att sensation of the day and crowds gath- 
ered to look at it in the gallery of its pur- 
chaser, William Agnew, the famous picture 
dealer. Twenty days later it was cut from 
ite frame by a thief. who was concealed on 
the premises and handed it rolled up to a 
confederate on the outside. It remained in 
the falee bottom of a trunk for many years, 
and was next heard of when it came to light 
in a Michigan avenue hote! on March 28, 
1901. 

The detectives who brought about the re- 
turn of the picture had been working on the 
ease for Gfteen years and learned it had 
been stored in warehouses and safes in a 
dozen. cities William Pinkerton declared at 
the time of its restoration that the picture 
had been stolen with the intention of using 
it as a weapon to secure the release of one 
of a band of famous English forgers. The 
man had secured his release without the 
aid of the picture, however, so the thieveg 
kept it. 

It will be naticed that the art thieves steal 
hooty that is worth more—to the owner 
than any other class of thief, with the pos- 
sible exception of the jewel thief. When in 


- February, 1907, thieves carried off several 
. works of artefrom the house of Charles J. 


Wertheimer in London the “haul” was said 
to be worth more than $250,000. The fact 
that these easily carried and in many cases 
easily accessible works are worth so much 
apiece may have something to do with the 
charm of stealing them. 
* ** 
Hard to Sell for a Big Price. 

That any great work of art could be dis- 
posed of anywhere in the civilized world ‘or 
anywhere near its price is doubted by the 
art exports today. Fifty years ago, when 
ten pictures were stolen from an English 
nobleman photographs of them were published 
in several London newspapers and rewards 
were offered with no results, 

Two years later the offers were renewed 
and « pawnbroker answered the ad. He had 
had one of the pictures—a “Virgin and 
Child "—for some time, but had not thought 
it worth anything. Artists and art con- 
noisseurs had examined it and had pronounced 
it worthless. 

Today such a theft would bring money to 
no one except the commercial photographers. 
They always gain—if they have a good copy 
of the picture—when a masterpiece is stolen. 
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For this theft a. 


| The Wonders of the Deep, Deep Sea.

1 OU could plaster a whole city block 
with the lines that poets have written 
about the sea. But what do you 
really know about it? Cowper tells 
us rhythmically how God “ plants his foot- 
steps in the sea,” and Shakspeare talks of 
ships “seattered in the bottom of the sea.” 


Now what is thig bottom of the sea like, 


where ships—among them the Titanic—lie 


scattered? What is it composed of? Not 
the poet, but the ecientist who has made 
expeditions to the bottom of practically every 
ocean by means of wonderful instruments— 


' whe secured samples of the deposits from 


the bed of the oceans on various parts of the 
globe—gives an answer to this question. 

The largest percentage of ocean bottom 
coapsints of red clay. The next largest ma- 
teria) that paves the floor of the deep, deep 
sea is what scientists term blue mud. There 
are other varieties of mud and ooze in vari- 
ous seas and in various parts of the same 
sea. Red clay and blue mad, however, is 
the aneawer which the average man may give 
to the question What the bottom of the ecean 
consists of. 

The wonders of the deep, deep sea are 
many. Before enumerating even a bricf 
half dozen or so of these sea wonders a few 
words must be said about the extent of the 
sea. 

About three-fourths of the earth's sur- 
fave cousists of oceans, While the land sur- 
face of the globe covers 57,000,000 English 
sguare miles, the water surface of the globe 
covers 140,000,000. The greatest knowa 
depth in the ocean is more than #ix Bngs 
lish miles, or to be exact, 32,088 feet. This 
deepem ocean spot is located in the Pacific 
and is known as Swire Deep. The extreme 
variation of this deepest spot im the sea tu 
the highest known mountain, Menat Byvereast 
in the Himalayas, is over eleven and one- 


halt Baglish miles. Thé mean depth of the 


ocean is over 10,000 feet, or nearly two Eng- 
lish miles.

Waters Warring with the Land. 

With land forming but 29 per cent of the 
surface of the globe, the question ought to 
arise whether the oceans are not going to 
deluge the earth some day. The answer is 
that the oceans are carrying on war againat 
the surface constantly. They are wt 
mining our little earth. The poor land 
face is being washed away by the w 
and the crumbled deposits are carried to the 
hottom of the ocean. But do not worry 
about it. The amount of material thatthe 
earth pays tribute to the oceans is estimated 
at only 3.7 cubic miles per year. The ocean 
then is being filled up at the rate of an inch 
in about ten years. At that rate it will take 
the oceans about 63,340,000 years to trane- 
port the whole of our solid land down to 
the sea bottom. And by that time whe can 
tell what will happen? Perhaps the oceans 
themselves will fall victim to atmospheric 
changes and the seas will cease te be seas. 
Incidentally this struggle of the waters to 
crumble away our land surface and sweep it 
into the sea makes the much dreaded vol- 
canoes appear our real friends. The volcanic 
outbursts act as a sort of check on the 
turbulency of the waters and bring to the 
surface matter to offset the loss of material 
to the sea. 

Mountains are always picturesque. The 
Alps in Switzerland, the Rocky mountains in 
the United States delight man’s eyes. The 
sea, too, has mountains, conelike elevations, 
same of them three and four miles long, vr 
rather deep. But the sea mountains terrify 
instead of delighting the visitor. It is these 
mountains, which often reach up elose to 
the surface, but not close enough to be no- 
ticed, that have sent armies of men and 
thousands of ships to a watery grave. The 
progress of marine science has now resulted 
in the disclosure of many of these mountains 
in those parts of the oceans which; are 
traversed by vessels. But there are still 
numerous sea mountains that no exploring 
expedition has put on the map. These sea 
mountains are believed to be all of volcanic 


origin. 
* 


All Goes to the Bottom. 

The temperature of the oceans is deter- 
mined by geographical position. In the 
oceans near the poles the water is ice cold. 
At the equator the sea has a temperature of 
80 degrees Fahrenheit. The distribution of 
temperature in the depths of the ocean va- 


ries. Except in the regions about the poles 
the temperature of the ocean water decreases 
from the surface downward to the bottom. 

While the poet sang about “ ships scat- 
tered in the bottom of the ocean,” scientists 
for a long time shook their heads in doubt. 
They asserted that under great pressure 
water becomes much denser and that ships 
and meu when they sink into the sea go down 
only a certain distance; they “reach their 
level,” but do not reach the bottom. The 
giant steamship Titanic, for instance, which 
went under two years ago, would, accord- 
ing to this theory, be lying at this time some- 
where midway between the surface and the 
bottom of the Atlantic. It seems, however, 
that the poet was right after all. Latest 
scientific researches seem to favor the theory 
that sunken ships and men reach the bottom 
of the ocean. 

“The Titanic,” says a scientist, “is prob- 
ably now lying on the bottom in a very little 
altered condition. Only those parts of che 
structure would be burst inwards (‘ implod- 
ed’) into which water could not enter rapidly 
enough to equalize the pressure on two sides, 
say, of au iron plate.” Anything that will 
sink to the bottom of a tumbler of water, 
scientists assert, will practically sink to the 
bottom of the deepest ocean. 


* *¢ 
Ocean a Lively Place. 


The oceans are full of life. They teem 
with existence from top to bottom. There 


is life in the arctic seas and there is life in. 


the seas about the equator. And the mode 
of existence, as the poet puts it, is the same 
s “men do a-land, the great ones eat up the 
little ones." The total quantity of living 
matter in the ocean, scientists estimate, ex- 
ceeds that on the land surface of the globe. 
In the ocean, as on land, animal life depends 
directly or indirectly on vegetable life. 

The rays of the sun penetrate the ocean 
waters to a depth of nearly one mile. In 
that superficial layer of water vegetable life 
is ever present. Grass eating sea animals 
feed on these plants. These animals in turn 
supply feed for the carnivorous animals. 
The color of some of these sea plants is 
green. Others have a blue green color, while 
still others are red. These plants, however, 
may change’ ¢olor if their fixed position 
toward the rays of the sun changes. The 
blue plant may become red and the red plants 
may become purple, green, or yellow. The 
green color, characteristic of most plants on 
earth, ig found in only a few sea plants. 

The sea teems with animals. Marie ani- 
mals are of two classes, warm blooded and 
cold blooded Among the warm blooded ani- 
mals are whales, porpoises, dolphins, seals and 
walruses. All of these mammals have orig- 
inally descended from terrestrial species which 
have gradually drifted into the sea and adapt- 
ed themselves to an aquatic mode of life. The 
sea animals consist of two distinct groups. 
One group is carried along by the current. 


Another group can swim against the current 
Nature has worked out various ways for Pro- 
tecting the smaller animals from the bigger 
ones. Thus some of the animals are blue col- 
ored and when floating at the surface they are 
practically invisible from below and are there 
by in a measure protected from enemies. Im- 
mediately below the surface most animals are 
transparent and colorless. Others are silvery, 
with a bluish back. Animals living in the 
vicinity of a floating object take on the color 
of the object. On the whole, the variations of 
color in sea animals is determined by the 
amount of sunlight penetrating or failing to 
penetrate the ocean. 
* 


Bight in the Depths, 

Even those zones of the sea where the rays 
of the sun do not penetrate are not without 
light. There is a-sort of a sea light there 
called phosphorescent light. It is slight emit- 
ted by nearly all groups of marin¢ organisms, 
This light is sometimes due to slimy luminous 
secretions which cover the entire body of the 
sea organism, while some of the sea light 
ecomes from. so-called light organs with which 
certain sea animals are provided. This class 
of animals lives at a depth of about 1,800 feet. 
The size of these light organs decreases with 
the greater depth. 

The abundance or Jack of light has much 
to do with the determination of the size of the 
eye in sea animals. The decrease in the size 
of the eye often goes with an increase of 
depth. Phosphorescent light undoubtedly de 
termines the coloring of the deep sea animals. 
which is mostly red and brown and devoid of 
any patches of vivid colors. The animals giv- 
ing out phosphorescent light, scientists be- 


Tieve, have a tendency to gather in groupe and 


become more or less localized. As a conse- 
quence there are a great many stretches in the 
deep sea that are utterly devoid of light. The 
animals colonizing in the deep sea, it is 
thought, have migrated there from the shal- 
lower reaches of the ocean, especially from 
the cold regions. In this way scientists ex- 
plain the similarity between the animals in the 
polar seas and the seas in the tropical area. 

What is the destiny of the ocean? The 
waters of the seas will in time, according to 
scientists, become solid rock. Our earth, they 
point out, is the only planet in the solar sy:- 
tem having oceans on its rocky systems. Mars 
and the moon, according to all indications, 
have had bodies of water on their surface, but 
these have disappeared. The same fate they 
believe is possibly in store for our oceans. 
They point out that there was a time in the 
history of our planet when the crust of the 
earth was in a molten condition, with a tem- 
perature of 400 degrees Fahrenheit, and what 
is now water of the ocean existed only as 
water vapor in the atmosphere. “ We can 
imagine, therefore,” says an authority, “a fu- 
ture when the waters of the ocean will, be- 
cause of the low temperature, have become 
solid rock, and over this will roll an ocean 
of liquid air about forty feet in depth.” 


Two Cats Trained 


G. NIMMO of Sturgis, Miss., prob- 
fa ably has the strangest “pack of 
g hounds” in the United States, if not 
in the world. It consists of two huge 
domestic cats, which he has been training 
for more than three years, until they trail, 
point, and retrieve: small game as well as 
any dogs ever seen in Mississippi. The cats 
are named Tom and Jerry, and are used 
principally in hunting rabbits, tree squirrels, 
and quail, though they have tracked and 
helped kill opossums and raccoons, both of 
which are plentiful in that part of the south. 
According to their owner, who began train- 
ing the cats when they were kittens; on 
sight of a rabbit, squirrel, or quail, they as- 
sume rigid positions, like that of a pointer, 
except that they move their tails slightly, and 
wait for him to come up and shoot the game 
they have found. They have never, since he 
finished their training, rushed forward to 
kill the game themselves, or to attempt to 
stalk it. When the shot is fired they re- 
trieve the fallen animal or bira, and if it is 
not quite dead give it a quietus by biting dt 
in the neck. 

Mr, Nimmo, who is 75 years old, lives 
with an unmarried daughter, one mile from 
Sturgis. He and the cats keep the family 
larder full of meat. The felines are never al- 
lowed to hunt alone; and are kept as care- 
fully in the house as any petted Maltese or 
Angora cat of high degree could be cared for. 
The task of training them was extremely ar-

duous, accordir¢ to the owner, and several 
times he felt that the animals never would 
learn to lie back and wait for him to shoot 
Finally, however, by filling a number of 
dead birds and rabbit skins with fiery red 
pepper he persuaded Tom and Jerry not to 
seize game until they heard a shot fired. 
The especial value of these cats, Mr. 
Nimmo says, is in their ability to trail, cap- 
ture, and kill wounded squirrels which flee 
to the tree tops after being shot. He esu- 
mates he has secured some 200 squirrels 
which otherwise would have been lost to 
him during the past season by the aid of 
these cats. When he takes his shotgun 
from the rack in his home the cats leap 
about him, like hunting dogs, only they 
meow their pleasure at going afield, rather 
than bark, as would a setter or hound.

It is asserted by an anatomist that the ears of an 
individual are usuall~ unlike in sha- and that in 
some cases the difference is so marked that a photo- 
graph of the two proves them so dissimilar that it is 
dimcult to believe that the pair belong to the same in- 


dividual. 


Scientifically, there are three parts to the ear—the 


external ear, which is or is not beautiful, consisting 
of the auricle and the external auditery canal; the 
middle ear or drum cavity, and the internal ear, which 
contains the organ of hearing. The last lies deep in 
the bone and is rarely affected by external con- 
ditions. 

The ear should never be meddled with, as is the 
habit of many women. Hearing can be, and is, often 
impaired by the persistent use of hairpins and tooth- 
picks to cleanse the ear. One touch of the ear drum 
by any sharp instrument will affect the hearing and 
cause permanent trouble, There is a secretion which 
forms in the ear called wax, which, if left alone, ‘will 
harden into a little substance and come out with an 
ordinary fine towel in the daily ablution, unnoticed 
as it were.

In pesling end preparing the onfons for

sprout, as the eentral layer has become 
green and strong. Parboil ten minutes, if 
the onions are rather large. It is not neces- 
sary to pour off the water more than this 
once. Old recipes say three times, but this 
procedure resulte in a loss of ™ore of ths 
soluble part than it is good to 'use. Cook 
in plein boiling water or in half milk and 
half water, and for not less then an hour.

HE Norwegian emigrant comes to this 
country with a fair endowment of 
health and intelligence and the moral 
qualities of industry and independence. 

The numerous farms on the prairies of the 
northwest testify to the Norseman’s love for 
tilling the earth, but of late years, when land 
has become more valuable, they, too, have 
been forced to join the industrial army of the 
great cities, and in Chicago today we find 
there are about 70,000 Norwegians. ; 

It is her most desirable youths Norway 
sends us, young men and women skilled in 
the various traJes and with a schooling so 
rigidly enforced that illiteracy in Norway ‘s 
lesa than 1 per cent. These young people 
are democratic of mind and quickly become 
Americanized. They make the best stock 
for parenthood. 

From these introductory remarks it wil! 
readily be seen that the chief causes of infant 
mortality, poverty, and ignorance are found 
wanting in the case of the Norwegian in- 
fant. During my three years’ service as phy- 
sician to the Daily News Fresh Air sani- 
tarium it was most unusual to have a Nor- 
wegian mother apply for help for her babe, 
and I believe the different children’s dispen- 
saries will testify to the same.

Trim all around the bottom of this skirt— 
which may be hemmed or have a narrow 
facing about a half inch wide—with ruche of 
shadow or other soft, fine lace banding, 
finished on both edges. From two totwoand 
a half inches is a good width. Gather in the 
center or box plait and stitch on this outside 
of the skirt. | 

The open spaces in the side are then filled 
in with four or five three inch ruffles of lace 
to match. These are sewed to a shaped 
piece of net cut to fill in the opening. Sew 
in so that the upper skirt section seems to 
fall loosely over these ruffies. Tack well, as 
far back from the edge as can be done with- 
out showing. 

Make a bodice of the lace, put in three 
crosswise rows around the body, arranged to 
form a line squared across the front and 
back. These flounces are kept scant and are 
caught in with the armhole of the draped 
upper bodice, or can be held to the shoulder 
by a narrow line of lace or ribbon to match 
the girdle. Drape over this kimona blouse 
cut in two pieces and arranged over the 
shoulders and brought to the waist line in a 
nearly straight line. This leaves the rufied 
lace to show in vest effect about four inches 
wide in front. 

Instead of bringing the backs straight 
from shoulder to waist, slope to form a YV, 
which is more becoming and yet keeps the 
square line of the neck with the ruffied lace 
back, Edge the neck side of the blouse with 
a gathered ruche like that used on the skirt 
proper, and trim the sleeve edges with two 
overlapping ruffies of the lace. These sleeves 
end just above the elbow, and should be loose 
and flaring. 

Having joined the skirt and blouse to a firm 
belt, cover with a sash made from three and 
a half yards of white moire ribbon tied in a 
short bow ané long end at the middle of the 
back. A, slender, straight girl will look well

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| Italians Feel Blight of 


Crowded Tenements. | 


By Dr. Luigi Alfieri. 
ESTERDAY.=I confined an Italian 
mother, who: had already given birth 
to six children. The labor was ab- 
normal and the child was born with 
no sign of life. One hour of hard work suc- 
ceeded at last in recalling vitality to its little 
body. 

However, in that critical moment the un- 
usual pangs of childbirth were not sufficient 
to cause this woman to forget her motherly 
instinct, for according to thé custom of wom- 


en of her faith, in critical moments she ad- 


dressed an immediate prayer to God as a 
mighty, personal and present being: "@ 
Lord, let him have of my breast and then 
take him if you will.”’ 

In that desperate appeal of a poor Italian 
woman, who besides having lost four babies, 
always had abnormal! confinements, we catch 


the idea that in some mysterious way her 


motherhood .could..be complete only by ‘the 


sacred act.of. giving food from her blood. 


From the fields and mountains and sea- 
shores where most of these immigrants used 


to live thetr simple lives ‘the crude instinct 
strikes from theif hearts the fundamental 
note which’ the older hamaniti¢s, struggling 
through centuries with every doubt and per- 
plexity in the elaborate labyrinth of civilize~- 
tion find again’ at last in the voice of the 
philanthropist or the poet. 


In the transplantation of such creatures 


from their 'simple natural lives to the mino~ 
tauric life of such cities as this, we find the 


greatest danger to Italian babies, The blood 
which feeds their life needs the warm touch 


of the sun which.makes the grapes and the 
oranges, the quietness of the ancient vil- 
lages which still cling to their ruins. 


Place them in crowded tenement houses 


with the smoke of our large cities and the 
stench of the alleys, where, too, becanse of 
the cold to which they are unaccustomed, 
they must*be’ sealed in their houses .for 
months at*a time,.and no amount-of printed 
tracts or certified milk can substitute their 
native surroundings. 


America’s first duty to these newcomers, 


who are.so essential to her prosperity, isto 
encourage. those used to such life, to the 
country, fof few understand as the Italians 
the secret of producing food from the hardest 
rock and .driest sand. Produce conditions 
a 


Such a plan could be operated at much less 


quieted by giving the breast. 


babies and children are due to the wrong 
ideas of the duties of motherhood. The nurs- 
ing of babies during pregnancy is another 
habit both common and disastrous. 


of children. and babies suffering from con- 
tagious diseases. It.je hard indeed for any 
mother to be separated from a sick child,‘and 
her ignorané®’ makes‘it much harder: ve a9 
aration and isolation in a hospital ie almost 
a necessity, not only for the safety of others 
but the proper care of the sick one. The 
duty of sacrifice should be lovingly explained 
as one of the mother’s greatest duties, and 
the ordeal made easier by the appointment 
of loving female hands in which to intrust 
her sick one when taken from its home en 
route-to the hospital. 


like a tigress when she sees her tender baby 
giri snatched from .-her arms by the rough 
unsympathetic hands:-of a man? And this 
leads to a greater effort to conceal and keep 
from medical attention such cases until often 
it is too late to save the sick one and thecon- 
tagion is we farther spread. 


also, whereby the daria and daughters of 
city workers can stay away from the facto- 
ries, which are so destructive to both health 
and morals, inducing mothers for the sake 
of bread to neglect their families, and sooner 
or later to avoid having them. 

Perhaps settlement houses could organize 
and manage laundries, sewing shops, and 80 
forth in conjunction with nurseries and play- 
grounds where mothers might take their chil- 
dren for a few hours each day and be assisted 
in their care by competent nurses while 
they work, and at the sam« time be taught 
in a practical way lessons of cleanliness and 
hygiene by loving, sympathetic co-workers, 


expense and with far greater benefit than 
many other lines of organized charities.

“Spartacus” Now Film; Musical Movies. | 


LAYGOERS with a memory for the 

things of the theater a brief generation 

ago are not likely to have forgotten 

the vogue of the toga-drama; and, of 
the various examples, the play called ‘*‘ Spar- 
tacus” was easily the most popular. There 
were at least two versions of the legend of 
the Thracian prince who turned gladiator 
when dragged a captive to the Rome of 73 
B.C. One version had footlighting in a play 
of Italian make; it was in that play Sal- 
vini, the elder, acted, and, later, Robert 
Downing was a popular performer in an Eng- 
ish version of the work. The other form 
of the legend was embalmed in a play by Dr. 
Bird of Philadeiphia, who wrote it in suc- 


cessful competition for a prize of $500 of-. 


fered by the great Edwin Forrest for the 
“best original American play in verse."’ 
This latter play was, after Forrest's death, 
acted by John McCullough. 

It ie the more romantic Italian version of 
the tale of Spartacus that has been filmed by 
a band of Italian players, given the title of 
“Spartacus; or the Revolt of the Gladiators,’’ 
and, in film form, imported by George Kleine, 
who was successful a year ago in inducing 
the Chicago public to pay 60 cents a seat to 
see the “ Quo Vadis "’ picture, although pre- 
viously to that time 25 cents had been re- 
garded as a de luxe price for the drama in 
It is the “‘ Spartacus ”’ film that 


will be exhibited on May 11 for the inaugura- 
tion of Mr. Kleine’s ambitious venture in the 
Auditorium theater. 


Managerial claim is made that this new 
filam employed in the making not fewer then 
7,500 persons; that it cost just slightly less 
than $200,000 to perfect; that nearly one- 
eighth of this sum, or about $24,000, was 
spent on the training of the lions and tigers 
in the arena scenes. It is an eight reel film, 
which means that ita length is.more than 
9,000 feet. 

Mr.. Kleine, who is the American importer 
of the entire output of all the big Italian 
motion picture studios, will give promenade 
concerts in the intermissions of the “ Spar- 
tacus’’ photo play. The term “ intermis- 
sion "’ is new in its use im connection with 
this type of entertainment; but Mr. Kleine 
is of the expressed belief that the humaneye 
should not be subjected to the strain involved 
by contemplation of a long film shown in con- 
tinuous exhibition. Eye and mind alike, he 
holds, are refreshed when the picture is run 
in what he calls “ natural divisions.” His 
theory has todo with films of more than 4,000 
feet in length. There are three such “ nat- 
ural divisions "’ of the “‘ Spartacus " picture, 
and these will be marked by intermissions 
of fifteen minutes apiece. This interval! will 
be devoted to a promenade concert by an or- 
chestra made up of thirty players from the 
forces of the Chicago Grand Opera company.

aliy German music produced in the latter- 


half of the nineteenth century—sounds to 
French ears has been stated with surprising 
candor by M. Lalo, who thus reviewed a 
recent performance in Paris of that master’s 
fourth symphony: 

“ There is, indeed, plenty of music that 
is worse than Brahms; it is by no means bad 
music. It has noble intentions; it is amply 
constructed, solidly developed, written in a 
good atyle, and with a consummate deftness. 
Moreover, the symphony in E minor, which 
we heard yesterday, is undoubtedly the most 
endurable of the four symphonies of Brahms: 
it has neither the massive solemnity and the 
pompous pretentiousness of the first, northe 


where, and are not simply progressions in the 
void and transitions between nothing and 
nothing. One even finds here and there 
passages whose sonority is agreeable, and 
less thick than is usual! in the instrumenta- 
tion of Brahms. 

‘“ But that is not sufficient to give to this 
music the life of which it Is irremediably de 
prived; it has life, neither in ite thought, 
nor in its language, nor in its melody, nor 
in its rhythm, nor in its orchestration; 
neither in any of the elements of which it 
is made, nor in the whole which its elements 
compose. All is dull, languishing, monoton- 
ous, without movement, without action, 
without soul. The Beethoven forms, which 
were for Beethoven only the living expres- 
sion of the idea and the sentiment, become 
for Brahms empty formulas, moulds fash- 
ioned in advance, into which is thrown it

Very different is the ‘‘ Summer Night ‘f 
that: German master of the fantastic, Franz 
Von Stick. .Often-this artist's ideas seem to 
me more literary than pictorial, ‘but this pic- 
ture carries one into its'wild chase 6f clouds 
and stars, and the wilder dancers below seem 
to complete and personify the elements. A 
gsayer fantasy, as full of charm as this is 
of wild power, is by an Englishman, Charies 
Sims, who took the gold medal in 1912.

Gari Meicher’s portrait of 
himself and another man, “ In the Studio,” 
has a sturdy forthright power. which re- 
minds me of his ‘‘ Fencing Master ”’ of long 
ago. Cecilia Beaux returns to her best man- 
ner in “ After the Meeting,” perhaps be- 
cause she has touched off the lady's figure 
more carejessiy than in some of her over- 
studied recent portraits. Alice Schille, who 
is aleo unequal, has an adorably childish 
portrait of a little girl out under the trees. 
And Gertrude Fiske's portrait of two giris 
with a bowl of gold fish is an extraordinary 
study of brilliant light. 

Three or four English portrait painters are 
yery different from each other and from our 
own. William Nicholson, who is one of the 
leaders among the younger British painters, 
is rarely in so persuasive a mood as in this 
gay little portrait of ‘‘ Ginny as Infanta.”’ 
Usually rather stern in color and feeling, at 
feast in those of his pictures which I have 
seen, he gives himself up in this one.to the 
charm and gayety of childhood, and presents 
with complete sympathy a modern Ameri- 
can little Velasquez princess. 

Smoother, far less fluent, is the style. of 
George Spencer Watson, whose “ Hilda and 
Maggie,” a portrait of a beautiful lady with 
her dog, a against a background of flowered 
brocade, is much more in the English tradi- 
tion. An attempt to get out of this tradition, 
possibly too deliberate. but effective on the 
whole, is T. Austen Brown's portrait of 
“John,” a boy in white, sharply painted 
again&t ‘a bright bite floor and a flowered 
lavender wall. And George Sauter is even 
more deliberate, though still rather inter- 
esting, with his figures in, flat tones. 

The nature pictures are less numerous 
than usual this year, except for Paul 
Dougherty’s ‘“‘ honor exhibit ” of twenty- 
seven marines.and mountain scenes. This 
part of the exhibition will be reviewed next 


week.

The pictures by Harold and Laura Knight, 
which now fill two galleries at the institute, 
introduce to Chicago two artists well known 
in England.

“Please give me a recipe for blackening 
brass on automobiles. The salesman for 
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Ford cars ‘in Omaha .told me Tse TRIBUNE 
published a recipe, “but he could not state 
definitely when it. was printed and advised 
me‘to write. A. R. M., Rushville, Neb.”’ 

Brass-may be painted or enameled, and 
there afe processes for oxydizing. Painting 
requires that the brass be roughened by 
sand papering thoroughly, and then putting 
on several coats of paint and varnish, with 
rubbing down between’ coats. This takes 
time and is expensive. Brass should be 
enameled, baked, to be' serviceable, but a 
pretty good job can be doneat home. Any 
paint store can procure a good air drying 
enamel, which is “ flowed on” after the 
brass has been roughened with sand paper. 
It will dry almost immediately. It is, of 
course, apt to chip off, but it can be replaced 
without trouble. Lawson's air drying enamel 
is used for this purpose extensively.

“Will Tue TRIUBNE please inform me the 
advantages of the magneto on gasoline auto- 
mobile? H. P., Knox, Ind.” 
The query of H. P. has been referred to the 
Splitdorf Electrical company of Newark, 
N. J., for answer. Herewith is printed the 
reply of. Dr. R. H. Cunningham, engineer of 
that compan}. He discusses the subject at 
some length as follows: 


Magneto ignition superseded old time battery 
smatton by Teneee of its greater reliability, for, 
in addition to ignition troubles arising in con- 
necton with electro-magnetic vibrators, mechan- 
ical timers, and timer distributors, the batteries 
of former years proved to be non-durable and 
subject to rapid deterioration on stamdéing. 

The magneto, being a permanently excited elec- 
tric generator, is always ready for its duties, re- 
quiring little attention, except an occasional drop 
of oil to its bearings, and an infrequent adjust- 
ment of ts platinum contacts. 

In formér days gasoline was really volatile and 
formed with air in suitable propertions a mixture 
that would be fired readily, even by a thin, feeble 
spark between the spark plug points. Modern 
gusoline, however, is quite different, and the 
present day mixtures require the application of an 
approximate flame during an appreciable time for 
the production of the most efficient explosions. 

That the spark delivered by a properly propor- 
tloned and constructed high tension magneto con- 
tains the so-called are flame is readily capable 
of demonstration by means of a sufficiently sensi- 
tive oscillograph and, furthermore, the intensity 
of current forming the are and the time of its 
duration can be measured with great exactness, 
so that an accurate comparison can be made with 
the spark obtained from an induction coll actuated 
by a mechanical circult breaker and current from 
a battery. 

The high tension magneto’s spark becomes hot- 
ter and hotter at great motor speeds until at about 
1,800 revolutions per minute of the armature the 
maximum astrength of the alternating current 
ferming the are flame discharged between the 
spark plug inta becomes approximately con- 
stant, amd’ since each arc or spark lasts for an 
appreciable time and contains ample heat, it is 
evident that as an ignition device for the high- 
est engine speeds so far, nothing has been found 
that will fulfill the requirements as simply and 
as effectively. 

In former years it must be admitted that mag- 
netos had not reached the perfection to which 
they have attained at present, nor was the pres- 
ent slow speed, powerful ragoline auto engine 
so much in evidence: hence to facilitate starting,

Advocates of battery coil ignition extol the great 
advamtage of the extensive range of spark ad- 
vance, necessarily provided with such outfits for 
conipensation of the electrical lag inherent in such 
& system, but none draws attemion to the fact 
that im order to spark the engine with proper ref- 
erence to its various speeds, almost constant man- 
ipulation of the spark advance lever becomes nec- 
essary. The closest attention of the driver is re- 
quired at ail times to maintain a smooth running 
of the engine. 

With modern types of magnetos, extenalve 
range of advance is also provided. In the models 
referred to above, a range of even 80 is 
provided, while the character and quality of the 
spark is the same thfoughout the entire range 
from retard to advance.

school teacher, newspaper reporter and e4- 
itor, passenger train conductor, mining pros- 
péector, collector of botanic specimens, coffee 
plexter on @ Mexican plantation, magazine 
writer, filibuster, revolutionist, lecturer, and 
@ soldier in the artillery, cavalry, and in- 
fantry of the Cuban and the United States 
armies. 

Frederick Funston was born near New 
Carlisle, O., Nov. 9, 1865. His father, E. H. 
Funston, a man 6 feet 2 inches in height and 
weighing 225 pounds, was a farmer, but later 
Served several terms in congrésa after he 
had removed to Kansas. The present gen- 
éral comes of a. fighting stock, as hie father 
Was a captain in the civil war and his mother 
comes of a race of fighters, being a descend- 
ant of Daniel Boone. 

Of the future general's boyhood in Kansas 
his mother says she remembers nothing re- 
markable, except that Fred when not asicep 
or ill always was whistling. But his boyhood 
friends say that when he was 10 Ke organized 
@ troop of youngsters to go coon hunting. 
The older boys wished to frighten them and 
when the small Nimrods reached the woods 
they were greeted by a chorus of imitation 
Wild beast roars. Immediately the intrepid 
band did a marathon from the woods—that 
is, all but one. Gmall Fred stood his ground 
and blazed away into the thicket from which 
fgsued a crowd of mighty frightened older 
boys. 

Funston went to the Iola (Kas.) High 
school and later taught a country school. 
When he was 16 he jumped up In a political 
meeting where his father was being ridiculed 
and in spite of the hisses and jeers 6f the 
andience made them listen to a description 
of the kind of man his father really was. 

He then spent two years in the Kansas 
State university, where he studied Spanish 
in addition to his regular course. While 
there, his classmate, William Allen White, 
asserts Funston, although but 5 feet 3 inches 
in height and weighing but ninety-five 
pounds, biuffed a bully of 200 pounds, gota 
Warrant, and at the point of a revolver 
marched him through Lawrence. 

Funston while still young tried his hand 
at reporting and later became city editor of 
the Fort Smith Tribune, a Democratic pa- 
per. While the managing editor was out of 
town Funston ran an editorial telling what 
he thought of the Democrats. An attempt 
Was made by the irate citizens to burn down 
the paper's building and the youngster pre- 
pared to defend himeelf, but the return of 
the managing editor saved him. Threats 
were made to tar and feather the outspoken 
youth, but they failed to hurry hie departure. 

As &@ conductor on a western road he ran 
against an illuminated cowboy who was ex- 
pressing his joy by shooting holes through 
the top of the car. Funston kicked the gup 
out of the cowboy’s hand, yanked him along 
the aisle, and chucked him on the back plat- 
form. The cowboy thereupon heaved a piece 
of bailast through a car window. Funston 
took after him and chased him up the track— 
and the train was delayed thirty minutes. 

Funston, with a government party, next 
took @ trip to Death ralley—raliroading not 
beimg dangerous enough. On this trip half 
the party were disabled from lack of water 
and the great heat. One day the young man 
started 125 miles across the desert to get the 
mail. He lost his way, his horse fell ex- 
hausted, his supply of water gave out—he 
hed shared it with his dying horse—and for 
twenty-four hours he staggered across the 
desert amid a cloud of alkali dust with the 
thermometer at 147, said to be the highest 
teymperature ever known in that region. 

In 1893 he set out on a trip for Alaska to 
gather botanical specimens. 

After a terrific battle with snow Grffts ana 


| storms Funston, with & party of Indtans. 


made his way across the Chilkoot pass and 
saw before him the great valley of the River 
of the North. Down the siope they started 
and as Funston hater described it: ‘ The 
sleds, each with twa men, in addition to its 
load of 500 pounds, flew down grade with the 
speed of an express train. No sooner hed 
we got started when we began to wonder 
how we wére to stop. We soon found out. 
The bled ahead of the one | was on Struck an 
uneven place and went over. Its lashings 
broke and for a few brief seconds the air 
was filled with rolls of biankets, sides of 
bacon, and earfiest, soulful profanity.’’ 

Having had nothing'to eat for many hours, 
they battled their way through continuous 
storms until they reached a place of safety 
and made their winter quartere at Rampart 
house. 

Life there being too tame, Funston started 
out im the arctic night on Nov. 17, with the 
thermometer 62 degrees below zero and took 
a trip of twenty-two days. In March he 
made a social call—requirinng a trip of 600 
milea—to a whaling fleet in the Arctic ocean. 

It was while in Alaska that Funston made 
the longest journey on snowshoes ever made 
by a white man and paddied 1,100 mites down 
the Yukon without seeing a human face for 
months. 

Of the Alaskan expedition William Allen 
White said: “ Nothing wes said of Fun- 
ston’s going. No bugles were sounded on 
hig return. Yet for continued hardships, 
unceasing danger, and uninterupted advent- 
ure probably thie trip has not been excelled 
by any other on the American continent in 
this century.”’ 

After failing in his project to eetablish a 
coffee Plantation in Mexico Funston thought 
he would try a little filibustering, and his 
experiences would make the finest kind of 
‘“*movie’’ scenario. Failing in his first at- 
tempt to enlist with the Cuban junte in New 
York he went to the manufacturers of a 
rapid fire gun and learned from them the 
construction and operation of their guns. 

He then secured a letter from Gen. Dan 
Sickles which introduced him to the New 
York Cubans, and setting up one of the rapid 
fire guns in a back room above a Third ave- 
nue saloon, with curtains drawn and lights 
turned low, he drilled a number of young 
Cuban patriots. Through the hot summer he 
worked with them, in danger of errest at 
all times—and no one but Funston of all the 
ardent band ever joined the Cuban army. 

Under the guidance of an Italian engineer, 
Funston, with a number of other adventurous 
spirits, was taken to Charleston, 8.-C., where 
in the harbor waited the Commodore, long 
suspected of being a filibuster. A United 
States revenue cutter was watching it, and 
Funston’s party immediately was surround- 
ed by a band of detectives in the pay of the 
Spanish government. 

When the would-be filibusters left the hotel 
for the railroad the sleuths were hot on their 
trail, the Commodore meanwhile making a 
dash for the north closely pursued by the 
revenue cutter, which was led on a wild goose 
chase to Virginia. Funston and his party 
were taken into the last car of the train and 
when the detectives tried to follow they were 
told by the railroad officials that it was a 
private car. They therefore were forced to 
take places in the car ahead. 

At a lonely little station in the middle of 
the night the last car was hurriedly un- 
coupled, an engine was coupled to it, and it 
puffed quickly down a little sidetrack into 
the pines. At daybreak a smell river was 
reached and there waiting for them was the 
tug Dauntless, which took them to Cuba. 

Atriving at night off the coast of Cuba, 
Funston was in the first boat to make a land- 
ing. which was Gone safely in spite of the 
dangerous surf and the darkness of the

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night. Several other boatloads were landed, 


one of them being overturned, dropping the | 


guns into the surf, When the searchlight of a 
Spanish warship picked up the tug and the 
Dauntless steamed out to sea, leaving about 
half of the party on the shore. 

On an unknown shore, with the wilderness 
behind them and in danger of the Spanish 
coast patrol—who would have shown them ho 
mercy—the sight of the Dauntless hurrying 
back at dawn was a welcome one. But it 
was tome time later before they managed 
te summon the Cuban revolutioniste who 
came to help them carry the cannon and 
Etores to the army. . 

With Gomez and Garcia in Cuba, Fun- 
ston’s Career was one of constantthrills. He 
took part in the siege of Cascorra and on 


one day took an advanced position ina ra- + 


vine with his rapid fire gun. “ It has fallen 
to me to participate in a good many fights,"’ 
he says of this occasion, “ but never any- 
where have I seen the equal of what was 
poured into us during the hour that we held 
our position in that ravine.” 

Funston'’s chief wae killed at his side at 
Guimaro, ard the Karikan was given charge 
of the artillery. At Bayamo he was shot 
three times, but soon was back “ on the job ” 
again. At Las Tunas he had charge of the 
dynamite gun which brought about the vic- 
tory of the revolutionists, but after this 
battle his horse fell on him, injuring his hips 
badly. 

With @ shattered arm, pierced lung, gener- 
ally battered, and suffering from maiaria, 
Funston was allowed time to recuperate and 
started for the coast. He was captured by 
Spanish troops, imprisoned, and court mar- 
tialed, but escaped the death penalty be- 
cauge of his feat of eating Gen. Garcia's 
words written on the passport he carried. 

When war was declared against Spain 
Funston was offered a position on Gen. Miles’ 
staff, but decided to take command of the 
Twentieth Kansas volunteers. He did not 
take part in the war In Cuba, but wee sent 
to San Francisco. There he met Miss Eda 
Blankart. <A week later they were married, 
on the day before his regiment left for the

word ‘cycle,’ as applied to gas engines, and 
also the difference between a four and two 
cycle @ngine. I have three different expla- 
nations from three different books. Below 
you will find the explenations as they ap- 
pear in the books I have examined: 
“No.1. A four cycle engine has four strokes 
to the cycle, while a two cycle engine has 
two strokes to the cycle. The fortmer has 
valves, the latter has no valves. 

** No. 2. The so-called four cycles of a motor 
consist of the suction etroke, compression 
stroke, firing stroke, and exhaust stroke. 
While the term ‘ cycle means a completion 
of events, nevertheless in ite application to 
the ga@oline engine each stroke of the pis- 
ton has become familiarly known as a cycle, 
hence the four cycle type engine, meaning 
four operations in the delivery of one power 
impulse.

This condition of marriage is what 
Mrs. Gilman rather learnedly describes as 
the “ sexuo-economic"’ system of: society. 
Under any name one chooses to use, the 
thing has become ‘pretty generally recog- 
nised in.our day, and most of the argument 
between the “ pros’ and the “ antis ” on the 
woman question is either a criticism or a de- 
fense of this dependent position into which 
men and women have unconsciously put the 
women partners of marriage. Every mar- 
ried woman in civilized society is conven- 
tionally supposed to bear children and bring 
them up and aleo to “‘ keep house ”’ for the 
family as her share of the common burdens 
of existence. In return for this she is sup- 
posed to get support, the best she can induce 
her economic master to give her. 

That, Mrs. Gilman believes, is what mar- 
riage comes down to, in the vast majority of 
cases today, no matter how delicately we 
gloss it over with sentiment. And, of course, 
she is much more than half right. Also right 
in her lively invectives over such a relation 
between the sexes. The wife as servant or 
housekeeper or nurse or plaything in pay- 
ment for mere support is not a pleasant pic- 


i when put thus baldly. 


— 

Mrs. Gilman insists on putting it baldly all 
the time; she refuses to recognize any larger 
interpretation of the human grouping of the 
sexes. She ridicules cleverly the assump- 
tion that there is any soit of real partner- 
ship between man and wife as such, pointing 
out that the element of real partnership, 
which is exact equality, is lacking in that 
forced codperation of the woman through 
her household work. This is hardly con- 
vincing and Mrs. Gilman betrays here a 
fatal aridity of view—a characteristic hard- 
ness which refuses to see a meaning beneath 
a form. It is perfectly true that the part- 
nership relation between husband and wife 
cannot well exist in most cases—though not 
in all—on the money getting side, the man’s 
usual occupation. But marriage is a larger 
affair than this one business: itislife. There 


may be a valid partnership in a very real 


sense between men and women in the whole 


affair of life—a partnership where one of the | 


two partners—the man—is in charge of the 
selling end of the business, selling his labor; 
while the other partner—the woman—is in 
general charge of the buying end, the dis- 
bursing end of the business, which in most 
businesses is of quite as much importance 
as the selling end. 

Where marriage sucveeds—and it does suc- 
ceed even under our imperfect “ sexuo-econ- 
omic system’ much oftener than Mrs. Gil- 
man and her kind are willing to admit—there 
is usually found a lively sense of this part- 
nership undertaken by the two to the end of 


pushing their common fortune, materially | 
and spiritually, forward ina turbulent world; | 
also the fortunes of those new lives which | 


they evoke from themselves. On such a 
marriage partnership, practical and senti- 
mental at the same time, many successful 
lives of past generations have been built, 


and ample evidence of the efficient working | 


of the system may be had from biography 
and history.

Nevertheless, this system of economic de- 
pendence by which women are forced to 
bargain more or less openly with men for 
their maintenance if they want to have chil- 
dren is a bad system, no doubt, as Mrs. Gil- 
man asserts again and again. But the peal 
question is whether a better one, univer- 
sally better, can be made to work. Mrs. 
Gilman thinks she has found one, but before 
going into that one or two things might be 
said about the old system. 

In the first place, if the woman's life under 
the ‘‘ sexuo-economic’’ theory is mo2noto- 
nously degrading and inferior, the man's is 
by no means a bed of roses. Mré. Gilman 
ha :the habit, common to feminist writers, of 
describing “‘man”™ as a kind of free, ag- 
gressive wild thing, roaming his world at 
will and seeking his prey where he can find 
it. A gratifying picture to man’s vanity, if 
true! But the “man’”’ of miost such mar- 
riages as Mrs. Gilman discuses is to be found 
perched upon. some stool, behind a counter, 


or following the plow down the furrow—in 
each case quite as tightly tied to his monoto- 
nous job as is his woman comrade in the 
home. 
woman with her housework has often really 
more variety, greater freedom for personal 
direction, and choice than her “ lord.’ 

At least, the man has his pay envelope—it 
ia there that the practical feminists stick! 
The woman should be paid for her job as the 
man is for his, not by her “‘ keep,”’ dubious 
and grudging as that often is, but by some 
definite wage, which she can spend as she 
likes. So it all comes down to the purse— 

who is to hold it?

Mrs. Gilman flouts the idea thet women 
can be paid justly for child bearing and home 
making, that the law can give the wife a 
definite lien on her husband's earnings. She 
finds this unpractical, and also, I suspect, 
repugnant to her feminine sentiments. But 
women, if freed from the “ servitude of do- 
mestic drudgrey,"’ could become themselves 
wage earners, equals in the purse with their 
former ‘ masters.” Once relieved from 
their individual jobs as servants and house- 
keepers, women will flee eagerly into paths 
of congenial labor and become “* economical- 
ly independent ’’—the great goal of the wom-. 
an movement. They will achieve the purse, 
not through any man’s magnanimity or gen- 
erosity, but through their own rights. As 
equals, economic equals, man and woman 
will unite in marriage on, a higher plane, 
the hateful “ sexuo-economic system" will 
be broken forever. 

A pleasing solution, certainly! There is 
only one obstacle to its fulfillment and that 
is that somebody must do the housework.

Mrs. Gilman has worked this out, and just 
here comes her definite contribution to the 
eternal problem—a plan to eliminate house- 
work. It is a substitution for the individual 
home of a glorified, kitchenless, apartment 
hotel, which shall preserve all the sacred 
marks of home and minimize ite hated tasks.

terprisee. They go to bridge and shopping.

The truth seems to ; ts that Mrs. Gitman's 
solution, Mke so many social. ideals, rests 
upon doubtful assumptions, first, that every 
woman can find any more than every man 
just the sort’ of work she likes; which will 
bring her in the wages she wants; and, sec- 
ond, that having found such a job she will 
really prefer it to her old job of housekeep- 
ing for herself and a man, and will not sim- 
ply evade both jobs in favor of a pure sex 
parasitism. 

Mrs. Gilman strips the sentimentality 
from marriage. She shows that it has a busi- 
ness side and like all forms of business it 
can be improved and made more equitable. 
That is part of what the woman mevement 
means.

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NEBRASKA MOOSE 
TO STAND ALONE 


Progressives Decide to Have 
Full Ticket in the Coming 
Campaign. 


CONVENTION ON JULY 28. 


Main Question Left Is Selection 
of the Strongest Avail- 
able Men. 


Lincoln, Neb., May 2.—[Special.J]—The 
Progressive party of Nebraska has deter- 
mined to put a practically full ticket in the 
field this fall, particularly for state and con- 
gressional offices. The decision was reached 
at the meeting of the state central com- 
mittee held here, called to fix a date for the 
state convention, which was fixed for Lin- 
colh on July 28, providing for 819 members, 
based on the vote for Roosevelt presidential 
electors. 

As a matter of fact, according to a mem- 
ber of the committee, the calling of the 
state convention was merely an incident, the 
meeting in reality being for a discussion of 
candidates. Few available men have thus 
far appeared. The matter was put squarely 
to the state committeemen, but it was said 
no sort of agreement was attempted as to 
who should file for places on the ticket. 

The sentiment on the one leading question 
was declared to be practically unanimous— 
there will be a candidate on the Progressive 
ticket for every state office and for each 
of the six congressional districts, and there 
will be no fusion with the Republicans, un- 
less the Republicans see fit to indorse some 
of the Progressive nominees. 


One Candidate for Each Office. 

Members of the committee do not expect 
that more than one candidate for each office 
will file for the coming contest. It is not 
impossible that some of the candidates for 
state office will be members of the committee. 
Such action, it was pointed out, does not con- 
flict with thé state primary law, as any 
other candidate could file were he so minded, 
and the pressure brought to bear by the state 
committee would not necessarily be an in- 
dorsement by that body as between two can- 
didates of the party “or the same position, a 
contingency not expected to occur. 

“The Progressive party does not stand 
for secret meetings or political wire-pulling,’ 
a member in explanation said. ‘“ The pres- 
ent situation is a peculiar one. Good men 
must be secured as party candidates this 
fall. No others would be acceptable to the 
party. A number of men have it under 
consideration to file and a little pressure 
may be necessary to divert them, but it will 
not be difficult. To have it go out over the 
state a certain man would file for office 
and then have him back out would not be 
inviting, and that is why the committee has 
found it advisable to discuss men and offices.” 


Talk of Sackett to Head Ticket. 

One of the interesting developments fol- 
lowing the meeting was the possibility of 
drafting former State Senator H. E. Sackett 
of Gage county as the Mooser candidate for 
governor. Leading Republicans had hoped 
Sackett might falter in his new faith and be 
induced to return to the party with which 
he so long was affiliated, but he was at the 
committee meeting, and insisted he wab a 
thoroughgoing Progressive. 

Sackett is not a willing candidate for head 
of the ticket. He always has said he could 
not afford the time and expense to make 
the race, but many Progressives who say 
he is the ideal candidate believe he can be 
impressed. 

Judge Arthur G. Wray of York county has 
all along been conceded the nomination if 
he cared for it. Recently there has been a 
change of sentiment looking to the elimina- 
tion of Wray in connectéon with the governor- 
ship and an offer to him of some other place. 
Judge Wray never has announced he was 
a candidate. 

Several months ago he issued a platform 
he said should govern Progressive candidates. 
It has been known for some time this plat- 
form has been a subject of criticiem. He is 
an ardent single taxer, and in all his speeches 
and his letters he has pushed this to the 
forefront. From a political point of view 
this has not been approved by active leaders 
of the party. 

Among those discussed as men to be drafted 
for office were: Don L. Love, Lincoln, treas- 
urer; A. H. Bigelow, Omaha, attorney gen- 
eral; T. G. Northwall, Omaha, secretary of 
state; J. F. Hansen, Fremont, auditor or 
land commissioner. 


McKelvie Barred from Race. 


Lieut. Gov. McKelvie, his friends say, will 


shed few tears over the decision of the Ne- 
braska Supreme court that he cannot be a 
candidate for goveracr until he has been a 
private citizen for two years. McKelvie ig 
a Republican. The determination of the 
Moosers, these friends say, to run as strong 
aman as Sackett for governor makes the 
outcome of the election so doubtful McKelvie 
Says he can retire from the race without 
much regret. 

The Supreme court made short work of 
McKelvie’s case, as it did with other state 
officials who want tc run for some other 
office than the one they now hold. Thecourt 
Said the constitution means what it says 
when it declares: ‘‘ None of the officers of the 
executive department shall be eligible to any 
other state office during the period for which 
they have been elected.” A man may run 
for a second term, but he cannot spend his 
time while under state pay running for “ any 
other state office.” A judge may, and also 
a member of the legislative branch of the 
government, but nct an officer of the exec- 
utive department. 


Democrats Wait for C. W. Bryan. 

While Republicans are at sea in the matter 
of candidates for the governorship, the Dem- 
ocrats have had little to congratulate them- 
selves over as far as getting a full field out 
is concerned. It all depends, according to 
the leaders, up»n what Charles W. Bryan 
will do. Recently an effort has been made 
to start a boom for William H. Thompson 
of Grand Island, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic state central committee, but the 
Thompson movement. it is declared, must 
remain in abeyance until the Bryan forces 
make up their minds Three of the best 
known William J. Bryan men in the state— 
Victor Wilson of Stromsburg, Edgar Howard 
of Columbus and Charles Graff of Bancroft— 
are for other candidates than ‘ Brother 
Charley,”"’ which brought the remark from 
a pronounced anti-Bryan man at a Demo- 
cratic luncheon in Lincoln: ‘“ Well, if Wil- 
son, Howard and Graff are not for Charley 
Bryan I don’t see who will be for him.” 

Supporters of George W. Berge, the first 
man to file for the Democratic nomination, 
declare he will not get out of the race, and 
they claim he is gaining.

GAINS IN THE CULEBRA CUT 


Giant Task of Removing Slides 
Is Pushed with Vigor. 


NEW BREAKS ARE SHOWING. 


Two New Dipper Dredges Soon to Be 
Employed. 


PANAMA, May 2.—Rock and dirt are still 
moving down the Cucaracha stide into the 
Culebra cut, but the engineers who have 
been fighting the treacherous slides in this 
vicinity are at last gaining upon nature. 

Fears that the opening of the canal, set 
for January, 1915, would have to be post- 
poned indefinitely have been growing less 
each day, for the dredges and steam shovels 
have been taking out the dirt and rock much 
faster than it slid into the canal. 

The Culebra slide, just to the south of the 
Cucaracha trouble, is entirely at rest, and it 
is hoped it will remain so, but the canal en- 
gineers will watch this treacherous hillside 
with some anxiety as the rainy season ap- 
proaches. 


Breaks Far Back from Canal. 

Breaks aready are showing far back from 
the canal prism, and these may indicate a 
movement which might any day precipitate 
tons of crushed rock and dirt into the canal. 
The coming wet season will de likely to 
loosen anything ready to slide. “ 

Dredging and hydraulic operations in the 
cut continue day and night. Back of Gold 
hill the hydraulic pumps are washing away 
vast quantities of loose soil, greatly relieving 
the pressure which has forced so much of 
the dirt into the canal prism. 

At the toe of the slide the dredges have 
been busily engaged in removing the dirt 
out of the channel itself, while far up the 
side of the slide other hydraulic operations 
are tearing at the very heart of the hill. 


Two Dipper Dredges at Work. 
Within a short time two new large dipper 
dredges will be engaged. These are the 
largets yet built of this type. One already has 
been received on the isthmus and is almost 
ready for operation. At the same time the 
dredge Corozal will begin deepening the 
channel, which now averages about twenty- 
five feet, to the required forty-five feet. 
According to figures just compiled, there 
have been removed from the canal prism 
between Gamboa and Pedro Miguel, which 
includes the entire Culebra cut area, a total 
of 27,000,000 cubic yards of dirt, with a prob- 
able 6,000,000 cubic yards remaining to be ex- 
cavated. 


GERMAN EAST AFRICAN STORM. 


Oppression of the Native Blacks by 
the Colonial Authorities Brings 
a Protest. 


BERLIN, May 2.—The sécretary for the 
colonies has decided to send out a special 
commission to investigate conditions at 
Duala, the seaport of the German colony of 
Kamerun in Africa. 

A storm of protest has arisen in Germany 
against the alleged high handed proceedings 
of the colonial authorities of Kamerun, who 
wish to dispossess the entire negro popula- 
tion in order to establish in Duala a purely 
European quarter with sanitation and other 
modern improvements. 

It ts claimed that this cannot be done so 
long as the natives with their wretched huts 
and other insanitary modes of life occupy 
a considerable part of the ground needed for 
the white settlement. 

The reichstag, which has been asked to 
appropriate $500,000 to compensate the na- 
tives, does not object in principle to dispos- 
session of the negroes, but members of the 
budget committee protest strongly against 
the manner in which dispossession hereto- 
fore has been carried out. 

The negroes have declared that the colo- 
nial authorities gave them but a pittance of 
what their lots are worth and that the new 
site on which they were compelled to settle 
was a plague spot compared to their old 
homes. 

In deference to the public demand for a 
just and humane treatment of the natives 
the secretary of the colonies finally decided 
to have an exhaustive report made to him 
upon the whole matter. The commission 
which he appointed will proceed soon to 
Kamerun to hear the negro side of the con- 
troversy as well as that of the local authori- 
ties. 

The friends of gentle and humane methods 
in the treatment of the natives are aiso 
pleased with the report that Baron von 
Rechenberg, formerly governor of German 
East Africa, has been nominated for the 
reichstag in a district where he is sure to be 
elected. His administration in Bast Africa 
was marked by zealous efforts to protect the 
natives from all high handed methods on 
the part of the German planters. 


ENGLISH WATER SYSTEM FAILS 


Metallic Deposits Choke the Iron Pipes 
in Nottingham, Derby, and 
Leicester. 


LONDON, May 2.—Nottingham and other 
English cities face a serious water famine. 
The water of the Derwent valley reservoirs, 
from which supplies are drawn. is choking 
up all iron pipes and boilers with metallic 
deposits. A committee of the Nottingham 
city council hag reported that the continued 
use of the Derwent water would in a short 
time completely choke all the iron pipes in 
the city. 

Sheffield, which draws its water from the 
same source, is not affected, because for 
thirty years the council has insisted on lead 
or copper pipes being installed. 

Leicester and Derby, which use galvanized 
iron pipes, are in the same position as Not- 
tingham, where the people are already re 
verting to the old system of pumping water 
from sandstone wells. To replace al] the 
iron pipes and boilers would cost thousands. 
The Derwent valley water system, which 
supplies, besides the four cities named, most 
of the towns in Nottinghamshire and Derby- 
shire, has already cost $35,000,000 and is little 
more than half completed. 


KAISER NEVER PARIS GUEST. 


Emperor William the Only Crowned 
Head of Europe Not Entertained 
by France. 


PARIS, May 2.—O! all the crowned heads ot 
Europe &mperor William of Germany alone 
has never en officially received in Paris. 
He has, however, been to Paris twice. 

The first time he was only 5 years old. He 
accompanied his royal parents on a visit to 
Napoleon Ill. and played with the prince 
imperial in the park of Bagatelie. The sec- 
ond time was in June, 1878, when 19. Incog- 
nito he came with his tutor, Baron Fred- 
erick Orden. 

The first place he then visited was the 
Invalides and Napoleon's tomb. Then he 
went to see the palace of Versailles, where 
the German empire was prociaimed seven 
years before. H also attended performances 
at the Comédie Francaise and the Opera, 
and made an ascent in a captive balloon in- 
stalied in the Tulleries. 

He has never been back since he became 
emperor, although stories of secret visits are 
not lacking,
